The  death  rate  is  higher  than  at  any  time  in  the  last  ten  years.  During  that 
time  achievements  in  modern  medicine  have  lengthened  m-an's  expectation  of  life  and 
it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  rate  mill  stay  around  this  higher  level.  Deaths  from 
diseases  of  the  heart  or  circulatory  system  are  three-fifths  of  the  total  nui:±)er  of 
deaths,  r/ith  cancer  causing  a  further  one-fifth.  At  the  mom.ent  there  is  no  firm 
evidence  to  prove  that  coronary  thromJoosis  is  due  to  a  sedentary  ay  of  life  or  to 
the  ingestion  of  certain  fats.  Research  into  the  causation  of  this  disease  and 
cancer  continues  as  part  o"  preventive  medicine.

The  nui.±)er  of  retailers  continues  to  decrease:  four  fev;er  licences  v'ere 
issued  during  the  year,  Ti/enty-seven  soreples  were  submitted  to  the  methylene 
blue  test  and  six  to  the  phosphatase  test.  Each  cample  complied  v/ith  the 
statutory  rec.uirements  for  tuberculin  tested  and  pasteurized  milk. 


Rav/  tuberculin  tested  milk  from  tivo  retailers  was  discovered  to  be  infected 
with  germs  v/hich  could  cause  undulant  fever  in  nan.  The  some  germs  cause 
infectious  abortion  in  cattle,  notices  were  irrvediately  served  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  this  milk  until  it  had  been  rendered  safe  for  huiean  consumption  by  heat 
treatment.  In  the  first  case  individual  sa^.ples  of  milk  v/ere  taken  from  each 
cow  in  the  herd  from  which  the  retailer  derives  his  supplies  -  fifty-two  in  all. 
One  cov/  i/as  found  excreting  these  organisms  in  her  milk  although  vaccinated  with 
S,19  v/hich  had  prevented  abortion.  This  cow  was  removed  from  the  herd  and 
subsequent  eamples  from  this  herd  gave  negative  results  on  culture  and  to 
biological

tests.  So  far  as  is  knov/n  no  case  of  undulant  fever  in  human 
caused  by  this  milk.  The  notice  requiring  heat  treatment  v/as  with- 


The  second  infected  samiple  was  taken  from  a  producer/retaiier ,  A  veterinary 
surgeon  took  samples  from  the  herd  and  discovered  five  beasts  to  be  excreting 
infected  milk.  These  v/ere  removed  from  the  herd  and  on  veterinary  assurances 
the  notice  requiring  heat  treatment  was  withdrav/n. 


Subsequent  examination  of  the  milk  again  gave  positive  cultures, 
notice  requiring  heat  treatment  was  again  served  on  the  producer  and  the  milk 
from  his  herd  is  still  being  sent  for  ..asteurization.  Rather  than  purchase 
milk  from  an  outside  source  he  r±>andoncd  his  retail  round. 


In  a  Rural  area  wo  must  expect  the  consimiption  of  raw  milk  to  continue  for 
som.e  time  despite  the  danger  to  health  from  its  consumption.  IIo  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  v/hich  could  be  attributed  to  infected  reiik.  have  occurred  in  the 
District  for  the  .^ast  tv/elve  years  but  the  danger  of  contracting  undulant  fever 
rersains  a  real  one.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  conducting  a  survey  to 
determine  the  nu.±)er  of  infected  herds  in  England  and  Tales.  I  feel  that  v/hen 
these  figures  are  forthcoming  much  reore  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  necessity 
to  consurse  only  pasteurized  milk.  In  fact  the  Ililk  I.Iarketing  Board  slogan 
"DRiriXA  TiriTA  i:iLX/i  DAY"  should,  to  my  mind,  be  amended  to  read 'DRiriX/;  PIHTA 
PASTSmiZED  LIILXA  DAY".

Monthly  analyses  has  continued  to  be  made  of  atmospheric  deposits  in  the 
region  of  Mey’./ood  village.  The  Department  of  Gcientific  and  Industrial 
Rcseaxch  has  recently  published  a  re.^ort  on  the  investigation  of  atmospheric 
pollution  in  Great  Britain  for  the  year  ending  3^st  iiarch^  1358.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  your  site  v/as  one  of  six  in  Great  Britain  and  Nort?iaa' 
Ireland  v/ith  the  lowest  rates  for  deposited  matter,  Sampling  is  carried  ou.. 
at  1,090  sites.  I  trust  that  v/hen  the  production  of  cement  begins  in  the  P.ura 
district  that  this  happy  state  of  affairs  •.vill  continue.

SCT/AGE  DISPOSAL, 

As  inticated  in  r.iy  report  for  1958  the  position  of  se  'age  disposal  v/ithin  the 
District  has  become  even  more  acute.  This  problem  is  accentuated  by  the  large 
numbers  of  properties  v/hich  are  now  being  provided  with  flush  toilets  and  bathrooms. 
The  problem  of  ditches  which  take  effluents  is  still  a  major  one  and  as  I  mentioned 
in  ray  report  for  1958  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  get  staff  to  carry  out  this  type 
of  work. 

The  Council  have  given  serious  consideration  to  Se  age  Schemes  in  the  Parishes 
of  Dilton  Harsh  and  IJorth  Bradley  Scuthv;ick.  and  also  agreed  to  purchase  a  cesspool 
emptier,  but  in  spite  of  widespread  enquiries  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  abt:'in  a 
suitable  site  for  the  disposal  of  the  contents  of  the  emptier.  The  Council  did 
agree  to  employ  another  nan  on  the  sewer  gang,

Plans  Y/ere  put  in  hand  during  the  year  for  the  erection  of  a  ssall  number  of 
houses  and  old  people's  dv/ellings,  and  tv/o  cottages  v;ere  purchased,  renovated  and

Sixty  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  tv/enty-tv/o  v/ere  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  Decemijer,  1959.

TEIITS,  VAIIS  AIID  SHEDS. 

The  one  large  licensed  site  in  the  District  still  operates  and  is  quite 
satisfactory  but  I  feel  that  a  properly  run  medium  size  site  would  be  an  asset  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  District.  This  would  make  it  possible  to  group  the  individual 
caravans  on  a  site  which  could  be  properly  regulated  and  with  more  facilities  than  one 
could  e;5)ect  on  an  isolated  site.  It  has  been  the  practice  of  this  Council  to  issue 
licences  under  the  Puilic  Health  Act  for  six  reonths.  I  recommend  that  this  continues.

The  refuse  collection  service  still  operates  satisfactorily  but  I  would  draw 
the  Council's  attention  to  the  probable  need  to  purchase  a  new  vehicle  to  replace  the 
existing  one  which  was  purchased  in  1951.  The  problem  of  unsatisfactory  receptacles 

is  still  v/ith  us  and,  as  I  stated  in  my  last  report,  the  provision  of  proper  regulation 
dustbins  would  considerably  reduce  the  v/erk  of  the  operatives.  Both  the  Tips  are 
still  in  use  and  by  using  hired  mechanical  plant,  a  reasonable  standard  has  been 
maintained  tliroughout  the  year.  This  standard  could  be  considerably  increased  if  it 
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v/ere  possible  to  obtain  more  suitable  covering  naterial,  I  an  still  endeavouring  to 
find  another  site  for  controlled  tipping.  The  Council  v/ill  appreciate  that  thv'  i.3 
not  an  easy  task.
